Including house 
regular1 appropriation bills for Ibe army 
and for the military academy, tbe house 
bill providing for the disposal of certain 
military reservations In Wyoming terri- 
tory. Tbo house bill authorizing the 
secretary of warto deliver to the stale of 
Colorado tho flags carried by Colorado 
regiments during tbcwarof tbe rebellion, 
reported and p»««cd, after the explana 
lion that while the dags ol state regi- 
ment* wero carried borne with them, 
those of territorial regiments fere kept 
in Washington. 


Gray moved to proceed to considera- 


tion of tho bill to transfer tbe revenue 
marine service to tbc navy department.
